coldest period St. Louis has experienced for 
at least eight years. 

Eight years ago it was deemed advisable 
by the superintendent to lay in a surplus 
supply of coal to insure water for St. Louis- 
ans tn case of a coal famine. Over 200 car- 


100 carloads were added. 
Not until the present week was the gen- 
eral coal supply so short that necessity 
arose for using this coal. 

Then no other coal could be secured at 
the Chain of ‘Rocks and thg surplus supply 
jas drawn from. It has since been drawn 
from to the extent of 50 tons a day. 

No. improvement in the local coal situa- 
tion is evident Friday morning. ° Instead, 
the unfavorable conditions of the immedl- 
dia preceding days appear to be empha- 
sized, 

The continued cold weather, with its at- 
tendant ice and snow, will not permit anv 
marked improvement in the train service 
or any increase in the output of the mines 
on which St. Louis depends for its supply. 


OFFICH BUILDINGS COLD. 
Managers of downtown office buildings 
are complaining that they are altogether 
unable to secure sufficient coal to heat 
the buildings and feed the engines that fur- 
nish power for the elevators. They say that 
unless there is an immeditee improvement 
in the coal situation they will be compelled 
to shut down their engines and send their

The 
reports show that only about 400 car loads 
per day are being received in East St. 
Louls. Of this ameunt, hardly 100 cars a 
day are being brought over the river. f 
doubt if St. Louis received 8) car loads 
yesterday. I know that no coal was brought 
last night to the Compton avenue or Ewing 
avenue yards. 

“The demand for coal in St. Louls today 
appears to me to be about three times as 
heavy as it was early in the week. Small 
steam plants are shutting down or will be 
forced to shut down all over the city. . 

“Managers of larger steam plants are 
offering any price the dealers may .ask 
for coal and very few of them can get 
it. The dealers can't get it for them. 

“Ordinarily, $1.25 per ton is a fair whole- 
sale price for a ton or coal in East St. 
Louis. This morning an offer of $2.80 was 
refused. It is selling anywhere from $2.50 
to $4 per ton. 

“The worst feature of the situation is 
that I see no immediate prospect for im- 
provement. We can see no prospect of get- 
ting enough coal across the bridge.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—It is now pro- 
posed to make Sampson, Schley and Clark 
vice-admirals—said to be a compromise by 
Schiey’s friends. This probably would end 
the entire controversy.

Schiey and Capt. Ciark of the Oregon to 
that grade for special galiantry during the 
war with Spain. It is also provided that 
their terms of active service be extended 
ten years. Representative Pearre of Mary- 
land, on of at ry & champions, introduced 
a like bill in the House. 

It is said to be appreciated by friends 
of Schley that to secure what they demand 
for Schley they must make some conces- 
sions to Sampson. It is understood that 
the Maryland delegation will drop the 
Schley resolution previously introduced, and 
lend their efforts to the passage of the 
vice-admiral bill. They believe that to 
elevate Schley to vice-admiral in recog- 
nition of his services during the Spanish 
war would be a complete vindication of him 
from all the charges made. 

There is reason to believe that Secretary 
Long will approve the finding of the ma- 
jority of the court, and that Admiral Dew- 
ey'’s dissenting opinion will not be made 
a part of the record on the ground: that 
supplemental finding is not in accord with 
naval reguiations and practice.

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. THE TELEPHONE BUSINESS. 

‘The Electrical Review has published an interesting study of the 
telephone situation in the United States, in which nearly half a 
billion dollars is invested. 

There are 1500 exchanges belonging to the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., commonly called the Bell, to which 1,080,007 
telephones are connected. This company handles 2,000,000,000 calls 
@ year and operates 1,354,202 miles of wire, employing 33,000 per- 


The various opposition companies have 2811 exchanges with 718.- 


Besides these lines, there are intercommunicating systems—that 
co-operative exchange lines, numbering 490,000. This makes 


our “kin beyond the sea.”’ 


In assuming that the proposed reduction of fares for standing 
passengers in tho street cars will result in reduced accommoda- 
tions a morning contemporary argues on the theory that all fares 
will be reduced. The object of the reduction for standing pas- 
sengers is to induce the companies to provide more cars, so that 
full fares can be collected from all passengers. The question to 
be determined is whether this penalty for packing the cars will 
have the desired effect. It certainly will not unless it is fortified 
with the enforcement of the ordinances requiring the companies 
to stop for passengers and to carry all passengers seeking trans- 
portation. To secure the end sought a one-cent fare for stand- 
ing passengers would be better than a two-cent fare. But the 
effect of such iegislation cannot be determined by hasty or false 
assumptions. It must be studied-and tested. Some penalty must 
be inflicted for insufficient accommodations in the street car 
service,

There 
won't be any of them left to maintain; then the work of “re- 
moving’’ the men can go on with a “steady certainty.”

AN AMERICAN GIRL AT GIRTON. 


The atmosphere which from the first sur- 
rounded me at Girton was a kindly one. 
There was a sympathetic regard for me, as 
I was so far away from home. But any- 
thing beyond this feeling—that is, whether 
or not I should become a favorite with the 
English girls—remained, I felt, entirely with 


myself. In the beginning, therefore, I de- 
termined that I would be good.

Had na- 
ture even endowed me with a weakly frame 
I should have cried out for home and 
motner Often. although I am strong, I 
yearned in those early days for seven- 
league boots. The English are rare walk- 
ers. Girton, moreover, is of splendid pro- 
ortions. To get from some parts of the 
building to others, one must cover or 

e 
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the corridors a stretch of quite a mile. 
circular staircase I so often mounted made 
me think of those in towers and old castles 
where often prisoners were entombed; the 
intense slipperiness of the floors caused my 
feet uneasiness, and I was forever awk- 
wardiy plunging into the wrong rooms, One 
day the tallest of my classmates (I had 
formerly had rather a dread of her) said to 
met “I see you have no bump of locality. 
Come with me!"’ Together then we climbed 
to the very roof of Girton, and from there 
I absorbed a lesson in geography more con- 
yincing than the study of any ie After- 
wards, as the cockneys say, I began to 
‘feel my feet.’"—Harper’s Bazar. 


TELEGRAPHS THROUGH 
JUNGLES. 


Reports of pushing forward of the trans- 
continental South African telegraph line 
reach civilization from time to time, but 
the hardships suffered by the linemen and

From 4 and 5 feet to 10 feet in height, 
the range of ordinary household trees, the 
prices ascend from $1 to $2. 

The twelve-foot trees, in whose estimated 
height the supporting base is included, 
come at $3 each and upward. The price 
named should purchase a strong, well- 
grown tree. The prices in most cases iu- 
clude delivery. 

For the larger grades of trees for Sunday 
school or neighborhood use, a visit snould 
be made to the Third street commission 
men, who are keeping this branch of the 
trade in their own hands. 


TALLEST TREE IS 25 FEET. 


When the height* exceeds 13 feet, each 
additional foot means an extra dollar or 
more from the purchaser. 

The tallest tree on Third street Tuesday 
classed as qa 2-footer, was held by its own- 
er at $1 a foot. Some 30-footers are expect- 
ed in the pe ar shipments, and the price 
of the king of the lot may run as high as 


$40. 

» Tied singly or In bundles, as are all the 
trees on Third street, at Union Market and 
at other places of sale throughout the city, 
the ample and satisfving appearance which 
they will present when unfurled in their 
spreading greenness and loaded with can- 
dies and candies, is only suggested. 

“A strong tree should bear 10 times its 
own weigcht,”’ said E. Kuehne, one of the 
Third street handlers of the evergreens. 

“An eight-foot tree, such as would retail 
for $1.50 or $1.75, should hold 100 pounds. 

“On the limbs of many of our trees a 
child could safely sit. Yet the tree might 
weigh little more than the child. 

“The Wisconsin pine has the monopoly 
of this year’s market. No good timber 
for this purpose grows within marketable 
distance of St. Louis. Farmers sometimes 
bring in cedars, which are an inferior tree 
for this purpose. Few of these will be 
on the market this year. 

“The Wisconsin supply is becoming ex- 
hausted, we are informed by the Milwaukee 
commission men. For this reason we are 
aying more than last year, and are charg- 
ng the retailers about 50 per cent more. 
The prices to their customers have been 
correspondingly increased. 

“Last year we sold small trees at $16 
a hundred. This year they go at $24 a 
hundred. 

“The best way of setting up a tree is 
to make a cross of smooth wood as a 
base, extending two feet in each direc- 
ion. 

“A hole bored in the center of the base 
will contain the tree, and if the candles and 
presents are properly hung, there should 
be no danger of capsizing. 

“The real Christmas tree trade will com- 
mence Mondav. The very prudent will not 
wait until that time to purchase, but the 
great majcrity, as always, will not make 
up their minds until a day or two before 
Christmas, and then the demand will be as 
great as the dealers can possibly handle.”’ 

Nursery companies have entered into 
competition with nature this season, and at 
a half dozen places in the city the ever- 
greens form thick groves on vacant lots, 
awaiting purchasers.

As an earnest of his intentions Haughton 
exhibited a three-cornered contract by 
Benny Yanker, Joe Bernstein and Tommy 
White, according to the terms of which 
Bernstein and White are to fight 15 rounds 
before the West End Club on New Year’s 
afternoon, the winner of that bout to meet 
Benny Yanger at a later date.

President Haughton does not anticipate 
further interference from the authorit.es, 
as he believes he has complied with every 
legal requirement.
